punish all those democrata who in the 
past have taken an active part in saving 
Georgia to the democratic party. The 
general orinion, as I find fit, is that the 
Watson-Smith deal {s almed not only at 
Senator Bacon, but at Senator Clay as 
ft ts figured out that should Wat- 
son succeed in his scheme to elect Mr. 
@mith as governor, he and not Smith, 
given the credit the 
victory, and despite all present 
protestations the same combination would 
be used to further his own ambitions to 
get to the senate.

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The Poor Filipino. 

The poor Filipino seems destined 
to another highly unpleasant experi- 
ence with the Dingley tariff wall. 
His prayer for some sort of chance 
at the American market with his su- 
gar and his tobacco has sent the su- 
gar and tobacco lobbies scurrying to 
Washington to raise aloft the pro- 
tection banner, demanding that all 
protected interests rally beneath it 
The cry is raised that if the tariff is 
touched ever so slightly for the Fili- 
pinos, or for anybody else, general 
tariff revision will follow as a cer- 
tainty. 

This is the same old cry that has 
met every effort at justice to the 
Philippines. Will it prove as potent 
as it has in the past? The present 
indications point that way. 

Secretary Taft may throw every 
ounce of his splendid weight into the 
scale in behalf of his Oriental pro- 
teges, but even this will avail noth- 
ing with the whole protection system 
of America in the other side of the 
balance. And if the sugar and tobac- 
co lobbyists know whereof they 
speak, this is the situation to be met 
by the Filipinos and their friends. 

Every dictate of justice demands 
that we give to our islands of the 
South Pacific a free and open market 
for their products. Without this there 
igs absolutely no chance for their de- 
velopment The transfer of authority 
from Spain took away from them 
their chief market, while in return 
they have been given nothing by their 
new owners. Free entry into. the 
markets of the United States should 
be theirs bv right, and yet, solely 
because of the power of the protec- 
tion fetich, not only is this denied 
them, but there is also denied the 
reduction to 25 per cent of the Ding- 
ley rates, for which they are asking, 
on the theory that a little something 
is better than nothing. 

Not merely justice, but good busi- 
ness, would seem to dictate this re- 
duction in favor:of Philippines sugar 
and tobacco. The peace now existing 
in the islands is due, in some degree 
at least, to the promise that by being 
given access to the American mar- 
‘kets their industries will be revived 
and material prosperity will come to 
them. In no other way can we hope 
to put contentment into their hearts, 
for they are human. Discontent wiil 
mean the undoing of much that has 
been accomplished in the islands un- 
der American occupation. Indeed, 
the fate of civil government there 1s 
in large measure involved in the suc- 
cess of this demand for tariff reduc- 
tions upon their products. 

The failure of last year may have 
been palliated by the promises made 
by Secretary Taft upon his recent 
visit, but this sort of thing cannot 
go on forever. It is the substance, 
not the promise, they seek; and it is 
the substance to which they are fair- 
Congress has no higher 
duty than to give it them. The self- 
ishness of the pampered sugar and 
‘tobacco interests of the United States 
“mainland” should not be permitted 
to thwart the ends of justice and of 
‘what might be termed the national 
business.

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Poultney Bigelow on the Panama 
Canal. 

Poultney Bigelow, the well-Known 

writer and traveler, has recently re- 


‘turned from the isthmus of Panama, 
}where he professes to have made a 


thorough investigation of the prog- 
ress and prospects of canal work. 
Things as Mr. Bigelow saw them on 
the isthmus are far from reassuring. 

He declares that the present sani- 
tary conditions are vile and says ne- 
gro laborers are leaving the pest spot 
in boatloads. Labor, he says, is op- 
pressed and dissatisfied. He charges 
that “Secretary Taft spent five days 
down here, and during that time at- 
tended three dances and a succession 
of social functions, but he had no 
time to look into the condition of the 
laboring man.” 

Mr. Bigelow makes a_ detailed ar- 
raignment of the management of the 
canal work, charging worse than in- 
competence. He declares that polit- 
ical jobbery. is flourishing, and that 
the whole canal system “already gives 
Ominous signs of rottenness.” 

He writes: 

Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Tift no doubt 
mean well when they give us the as- 
surance that political jobbery is for- 
eign tea their natures. At the same time, 
jobbery flourgfihes under their noses, and 
they appear to be incapable of stop- 
ping it. 

The special message transmitted to 
congress by the president in submit- 
ting the Taft report on the progress 
of canal work to that body is meant 
‘to combat private criticism and testi- 
mony of the kind offered by Poultney 
Bigelow. President Roosevelt scores 
almost savagely those who have 
“knocked” the Panama canal, appa- 
rently from motives of opposition to 
the project, and in this he is quite 
right. It is evident enough that the 
canal project has powerful enemies, 
in and out of congress, and the gus- 
picion is reasonable that these ene 


mies have influential writers and lob- 
byists in their employ. It may also 
be true, as the president intimates in 
forceful language, that these private 
investigations and adverse criticisms 
are actuated by malice or because 
somebody has failed to get jobs or 
contracts. 

Secretary Taft took the Bigelow 
criticism enough to heart to reply to 
it in a 5,000-word rejoinder, and what 
the secretary says about the work on 
the isthmus is calculated to greatly 
encourage and strengthen the faith 
of all friends of the Panama canal. 

But criticisms like that of Bigelow 
should stimulate congress to a thor- 


‘ough investigation of the canal work 


on the isthmus and a closer super- 
vision of canal affairs in the future. 
There is a very prevalent opinion 
that this work is too exclusively in 
the hands of the executive depart- 


tment of the government., A strict ac- 


counting of every dollar expended 
should be made to the proper commit- 
tees of congress.

earnings $9,026,644. 

In calculating the net earnings the 
deficits which are shown by some of the 
railroad lines have to be taken into ac- 
count and these were as follows: 1905, 
$86,853.54; 1904, $59,563.87. 

It will be seen from the foregoing that

WET WEATHER 


HURTS FRUIT 


Georgians Find Big Profits 
in Their Apple 
Orchards, 


Friut and produce merchants claim that 
the recent wet and rainy weather has 
been almost without precedent in At- 
lanta and that grocers, housewives and 
all those who do marketing have been 
among the. losers, Shipments in such 
weather are smaller because the sales of 
this kind of produce fall off in wet 
‘weather. Fruit and vegetables deteriorate 
and spoil far more rapidly than usual. 
Besides this, the telephone is blamed for 
hurting this kind of business !n inclem- 
ent weather. Green grocers insist that 
very many housewives prefer to use the 
telephone at such times and the prettiest 
kind of a story on the part of the clerk 
does not appeal to them ag does a wel] 
displayed lot of fruit on the stand. 

Every day these produce merchants 
have been expecting better things in the 
way of clear weather and larger sales, 
But the rain and damp and fog have 
appeared with much greater frequency 
than the expected and promised sun- 
shine, and there are some who have be- 
cOme quite discouraged over Atlanta ele- 
ments and their present sulky spell. 

Oranges and grape fruit are exception- 
ally cheap at present. These are report- 
ed to be one-half and one-third cheaper 
than from one to three years ago at this 
season. The reason given is that every 
year finds more of the new trees in 
Florida bearing fruit and that the fruit 
growers are but just now recovering from 
the terrible freeze that killed so many 
thousand of trees seven years ago. While 
new trees were planted directly after the 
freeze and much grafting and other at- 
tempts at saving trees were made, the 
orchards are but now beginning to bear 
fruit in large quanffties. In addition, far 
more fruit is being used €very year by 
people who used to feel that they could 
not afford such luxuries, The increase 
in the number of grape friut has been 
particularly large, but the number of new 
trees planted have been even greater, 
which makes this friut retail at 10 and 15 
cemts apiece, prices much lower than 
usual. 

While oranges and grape fruit are low, 
apples are high. This is reported to be 
due to the failure of the apple crop in 
New York, which is the great center and 
controlling territory for apples. But the 
loss in the north has been the south’s 
gain, Virginia’s crop has been very large

Considerably more tnan this amount 
would have been sent out at the present 
time but for the fact that nine counties 
have failed to furnish their regular re- 
ports to the state school commission, 
and this must be done as a precedent to 
receiving the money. In addition to this 
a large mumber of counties have failed 
to draw all of the school money that is 
coming to them. Many counties prefer 
to get something ahead where they can, 
and this enables them to pay their 
teachers promptly without the necessity 
of waiting for the school money to be 
collected Dy the state. 

Considerable Still on Hand. 

For the foregoing reasons there will 
be something like $200,000 of the 1905 
schoo] fund left on hand after the pres- 
ent payment has been made, and about 
$100,000 of this will be paid out. within 
the next: few days, the other remaining 
for a while as the accumulations of 
those counties which have money ahead. 

The nine counties which failed to send 
in their reports and to which, on this 
account, no payments can be made at 
the present time, are Chattahoochee, 
Coffee, Floyd, Habersham, Meriwether, 
Mitchell, Rabun, Troup and Wilkes. 

On account of the fact that the pen- 
sion payments begin tomorrow and these 
will take up the time of the state treas- 
urer almost to the exclusion of other 
business, it will be several weeks, per- 
haps, before any more school money 
checks-can be sent out. 

What Fulton Will Get. 

Fulton county will t1eceive from the 
payment to be made this week a total 
or $35,439.94, divided as follows: Atlan- 
ta, $25,819.90; East Point, $560.28; Hape- 
ville, $206.94; Oakland City, $304.42; the 
rest of Fulton county, $8,548.40. 

Richmond county’s share will be $20,- 
565.24. 

Muscogee county will get $4,806.01 and 
Columbus $6,093.96. 

Chatham county will receive $22,175.14. 

Bibb county’s share will $17,934.32. 

The schoo] payments this year have 
been pushed forward considerably and 
are being made abddit a week or ten 
days earlier than heretofore. 

The first payment on the 1906 school 
fund, which will amount to about 16 2-3 
per cent of the &thole fund will be made 
about February 20.
